HOW TO MAKE V1NKGAH. 


A correspondent, startiug with tho prem- 


ises tlmt to :nnke gooil vinegar you must 
hnvo good pure cider, ami HOG to it that 
the barrel into which it is to bo put ib 
entirely free from any 
tniut, proceeds 


with the process of making ns follows: 


Cider once properly nmdo mul put into 


sweat, fresh barrels, the bnlnnco of the pro- 
eesM in vinegar-mnkiug is no trick nt all. 
It la ft chemical process, to be sure, but 
nnturo will be a good manipulator of it. 
The chemistry of the thing consists simply 
in the oxygenation of the cider, and if tho 
air is allowed free access to it the oxygentv 
tion frill go on slowly through tho Winter 
and more rapidly in tho Summer. 


The process may bo accelerated by keeping 


the-cider in a warm room, and made more 
rapid still by trickling tho cider thrtugh a 
hogshead 
or 
largo 
cylinder perforated 


with 
holes 
on 
the 
side 
find 
filled 


with 
birch 
shavings, 
BO 
as 
to 


allow tho air to come in direct contact with 
it. A little yeast added to tho cider gives it 
a good start on its fermenting course. 


Our custom is to await tho slow process of 


nature, and to admit air to the cider only 
through tho bung-Uole. In the Summer wo 
take tho barrels out of the cellar and place 
them in a sunny place, nailing some wire 
gauze over the bung-holes to keep out flies 
and straws. This mode of making vinegar 
requires about twelve months. Early-mad- 
cider will sometimes go through the vinous 
and acetous fermentations the same Fall, but 
it forma a poor article, and we defer to wait 
till the latter part of October or the first of 
November before we start the cider-mill for 
the supply of the vinegar cellar. 


Beware of all nostrums in the manufacture 


of vinegar. The simple, unadulterated juice 
of ripe apples—if small imd knotty, no mat- 
tor—makesthebestflavored vinegar. Brown 
sugar, molasses, mustard-seeds and all flavor- 
ings and medications arc a damage. 
Some 


recommend adding the "mother of vinegar" 
from some old vinegar barrel. This' 'mother' 
is a fungus growth on old vinegar, and wil 
doubtless hasten the acetous fermentation 
in cider, as it contains within itself the seeds 
of decay, but is too apt to contain also bad 
Havors and too much corruption. Putting 
"mother" with vinegar is too much like 
bringing up a littla child to associate and 
sleep with its aged and infirm grandmother. 
The child grows old fast enough without such 
an unnatural catalytic influence. 


If any one has old cider in his cellar which 


ho wishes to double in value, now is the time 
to put it out into tho sunshine. It will "make* 
twice as fast in the warm out-dodr air as it 
does in the cellar.
